The Bulletin says, that “there is 
little doubt, howover, that the extensive 
manufacture’ of opium at the islands 
would result in heavy shipments to the 
Pacific Const. It would find its way 
elandes*inely not only to California, but 
to Mexico and British Columbia. Ac- 

- cording to recent advices the concession 
Was to run two years, and the minimum 
price was to be £25,000. One might 
ask whether this paltry sum would com- 
pensate for the evils which will surely 
follow in the wake of such a concession ? 
‘The intimate association of these two 
schemes-s-the China Steamship fran- 
chise and the Opium franchise—naturally 
Suggests the inquiry whether the Chi- 
nese have really captured the Hawaiian 
Kingdom ?” The same paper writing: 
further of thia scheme says:—*it was 
proposed by Chinese capitalists to transfer 

_ the manufacture ofopium from Hongkong 
to the Hawaiian Islands, chiefly because 
the subsidy demanded at the former 

lace was too large, the sum of $400,000 
neing the fixed price. Through Moreno’s 
influence a concession was obtained 
from the Hawaiian Government for the 
manufacture of opium, the royalty being 
$120,000 a year. It is to be noted that 
no such business can be carried on 
anywhere in Chinese territory. Dut 
the island of Hongkong being British 
territory, that business has been pro- 
secuted there with grent zeal and at an 
immense profit for many years, ‘The 
transfer of the manufacture to these 
islands, so near to the Pacific Const, 
would have been o brilliant specula- 
tion. The amount which Moreno 
would have gained does not appear. 
But the difference in the subsidy price 
was $280,000, Here again the pressure 
of public sentiment was so great that 
the King finally refused to sign the bill, 
although there is good reason to think 
that he favored it up to tho time it 
encountered the strong ond determined 
opposition of the public. It would ap 
pear that in both these transactions 
foreno was the agent of Chineso 
capitalists, and that for these efforts the 
King rewarded him by bestowing of 
him one of the most important offices in 
the Kingdom. The favor of the King 
shown to the China line of steamships 
is the more extraordinary, since it has 
been known for some time that Chinese 
immigration to the Islands has been a 
failure in an industrial point of view. 
The Istanda Lave now more Chineso 
than any other fureign element, and the 
tendency would be, if Chinese steamers 
were to lant coolies without restriction, 
to overrun the Islands with this popula- 
tion at no distant day. ‘his immigra- 
tion being 60 unsatisfactory, planters 
and others have cast about for other 
laborers, sud bave sent to the Society 
Tslands for them.

TOR ALLEGED PIRACY IN THE HARBOUR. 

The case waa heard to-day in which two 
mon, Lee Su Teung and Fok Afuk, were 
charged with piracy. 

Mr Hayllar, instructed by Messrs Brore- 
ton and Wotton, defended the prisovers. 

The Attorney General (Hon, KE. L. 
O'Malley) iastructed by the Acting Crown 
So icitor, Mr A, B. Johnson, prosecated. 

The Jury was made up ss follows: 
Mesare A. Algar, O. E. Page, A. O. Gour- 
don, D. Lillia, L. F. Barretto, F. Liddle 
and QO, Lane. 

The case bas already occupied the Court 
two days. 

Mr Hayllar now argued that on the objec- 
tion made to the jurisdiction of the Court, 
the evidence given destroyed the indictment ; 
that whils the information set forth that 
the offoocs was committed within the jaris- 
diction of the Admiralty, the evider.ca tend- 
vd to show that the Jocus in guo was in I’ak 
Sha Wan Bay, and withia the line drawn be- 
tween thehsadlands, and therefore, not with- 
iu the Admiralty jurisdiction. Tho learned 
Counsel went on to argus that these two 
men had not been in the white boat from 
which the allezed piracy waa committed ; 
they could oot therefore by any porsibility 
have committed that with which they were 
ebarged. They were Uhinose Officera act- 
ing within Chinese waters aud obeying the 
Chinese manderin who ordered them to 
pursae tha boat aud bring her in. 
They puraued the jonk to Pak Sha Wap 
Bay, and took hor over in pursuance of 
these orders. With refereuce to the com- 
mission of the Mandarin from the Hoppo, 
he contended that it was practleally an 
(mperial commission, the Hoppo beiug 
an Imperial « flicer and nota provincial, Mr 
Hayllar went on to argue that the charge 
exacted was not a toll, but a duty collected 
from tho avbjects of the Kmperor within 
Chinese waters. These men, acting under 
tbe Imperisl orders were now here charged 
wich piracy. Piracy was robbory on the 
high seas within Imporial jurisdiction, aud 
of ovuree piracy was piracy whorevor it was 
committed, The threv-miles limit was for our 
own protection and was not laid down in or- 
der that wo might sasume jarisdiction to 
prevent friendly Powers pursuing thuir own 
subjects and offenders against their own 
law and subject to their own jurisdiction 
{nto our waters. The offoxce, ho next cun- 
tcuded, if any offsnce was committed, was 
eunmitted under thy ooluur of right, and 
was therefuro only a trospass. These 
men were oot now charged with tres- 
pass, but with a feluny,—piracy. The 
Question for the Jury wae,—Did the wen 
tutend to steal tho boat? The question 
was one of intent. Did they intend to 
couvert the junk to thoir wa use! Alter

Yesterday she again went to 
frat de‘endant's house, and saked ber to 
give her back the child, but she refused, 
Witness then left, and this morning made 
a.report at the Volico Station, Witness 
then went with a Chinese Police Sergeant, 
Ho Akwan, to firatdefendant’s house, Tho 
Sergeant. asked the first defendant for 
witness’ child, and first defendant said 
she had pledged it... On the sergeant 
asking where the child was the first de- 
fendant took them to First Street, Soy-ing- 
poon, where witness found her daughter fh 
the abarge ‘of the eecond defendant, whom 
she did not know, Witnees said,—'' This 
ia my ohild.”

General Halderman, the new U, 8, Conaul 
for Siam and its dependencies, wae received 
by His Majesty, the King, at a Public 2 udi- 
ence in the Grand Audience Ohambor of 
the Royal Palace on Thursday, the 9.hinst. 
at 4 o'clock p.m. ‘The \ eneral was accom- 
anied by the retiring Consul, Mr Sickels, 
Ww. Torrey, Esq., Vice-Consul, Rav, 
N. A, McDonald, of the Presbyterian Mis- 
sion, and Rev, Wm. Dean, D.D., of the 
Baptist Mission, The General and his 
suite were received by the Acting Minister 
of Foreign Affairs and the attachés of the 
Foreign Office at the International Court 
House landing, where a detachment of the 
Royal Guard wea ported in the usual 
militury order, and thence-conveyed in 
open barouches to the Reception Hall 
adjoining the Palacs. On the plazza front- 
ing the Palace, the first regiment was 
‘drawn up and presented. arma es the 

eneral passed, and the usual artillery 
aalute of seven guns was fired ia hiv honor. 

The reception in the Audience Hall was 
conduoted in the customary manner in the 
Fropetoe of the members of ‘the Royal
